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In a show of commitment to the belief that we must all 
work together in meeting this health crisis, the AIDS Action 
Committee will distribute half of the proceeds from the walk 
to the following AIDS service organizations. 


10% — Elisabeth Kubler-Ross' AIDS Baby Hospice will provide 
a homelike atmosphere for children with AIDS. The center is 
scheduled to be built on the Virginia farm of this world- 
renowned pioneer in the care of dying people and their 
families. 

10% — New England Hemophilia Association provides infor¬ 
mation concerning AIDS/hemophilia related issues, promotes 
and encourages public awareness of this disease and its 
implications, and acts as a liaison with government and state 
agencies. 

10% — National AIDS Network/AIDS Action Council are both 
national resource centers for AIDS education and service 
delivery on a federal, state and local level. 

10% — National Association of People with AIDS- a grass¬ 
roots advocacy and educational organization of people with 
AIDS for people with AIDS. 

10% -Fenway Community Health Center has been a primary 
health center in New England for 15 years. 11% of their 
patients in 1985 were treated for AIDS-related concerns, and 
they plan to expand their AIDS services and programs within 
the next year. 

50% -The AIDS Action Committee (AAC)was founded in 1983 
and staffed by a handful of volunteers until last year. The staff 
now includes 19 employees and over 500 volunteers. The AAC 
serves all of New England with a variety of programs for 
people with AIDS and their loved ones, as well as all people 
who need to learn more about the illness: «

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"AIDS" stands for Acquired immune Deficiency Syndrome, 
a disease which breaks down a part of the body's immune 
system. This breakdown leaves the body vulnerable to a variety 
of unusual, life-threatening illnesses. These diseases may result 
in death. The most common illnesses found in people with 
AIDS are Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP) and Kaposi's 
sarcoma (KS), a form of skin cancer. 

AIDS cases have been documented as early as 1977. Since then 
20,000 cases have been diagnosed in the United States alone. 
Scientists expect the AIDS epidemic to continue to spread. 
There is no vaccine against AIDS. The only method now 
available to slow the epidemic is education about how to 
prevent transmission of the virus.

THROUGH SEXUAL CONTACT OR BLOOD-TO-BLOOD
